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$10.25 million lawsuit 
against Yellow Pages

A $10.25 million lawsuit filed 
by 10 area businesses against 
the publishers of the nation’s 
largest marketer of yellow pages 
and Illinois Bell Claims they 
were bilked out of advertising 
dollars for nearly 15 years. 

Additional lawsuits are expec- 
ted to be filed in the next few 
weeks, which could bring the 
total to pore than $202 million, 
said Rex Carr, the attorney for 
the businesses. 

According to the suit, the busi- 
nesses claim they were misled 
by sales representatives into 
advertising in both the East St. 
Louis and Belleville directories 
in order to gain the best market 
penetration in Fairview Heights 

The 30-count suit says some 
businesses have been paying for 
uséless advertising for nearly 15 
years in-the East St. Louis direc- 
tory, believing that book reached 
a portion of Fairview Heights. 

While the alleged scam is ille- 
gal, no criminal charges would 
likely result from the suit if 
wrongdoing was proven, Carr 
said. 

The suit was the first of near- 
ly two dozen still to be filed 
According to Carr, more than 
200 area retailers and companies 
have been bilked by the Donnel- 
ley Directory, publishers of the 
Ameritech PagesPlus 

Dick Bolton, director of com- 
munication at Donnelley, said, 
“This company has very high 
ethical standards. Any salesman 
who does this sort of thing most 
certainly wouldn’t be with the 
company long.” 

Bolton refused to comment 
further without first looking at 





the suit. 

The manager of Donnelley’s 
Collinsville office couldn’t be 
reached for comment. That 
office has 10 sales representa- 
tives and covers portions of 
Madison, St. Clair, Monroe, Ran- 
dolph, Bond, Clinton and Wash- 
ington counties. 

The first suit names as plain- 
tiffs businesses from Belleville, 
Cahokia, East St. Louis, Fair- 
view Heights and Granite City. 
However, Carr said more bt 
nesses from other communities 
are involved. 

The alleged scam came to 
light a few years ago when an 
area’ businessman learned about 
it through a marketing consul- 
tant he hired, Carr said. 

“The consultant made some 
calls and found no one in Fair- 
view Heights got the East St. 
Louis book,’’ Carr said. 

The man was given a refund, 
Carr said, and then he began 
ealling other advertisers telling 
them his story 

Carr wouldn't identify the 
businessman or how much mon- 
ey he was refunded, but did say 
documentation exists to verify 
the claim. 

Carr said he expects the suits 
to stay in the courts for at least 
a year. 

The telephone directory _is 
published with rmission of Illi- 
nois Bell Telephone Co. in coop- 
eration with Ameritech Publish- 
ing of Ilinois Inc 

llinois Bell collects the adver- 
tising dollars in monthly billings. 

According to Bolton, Donnelley 
directories are published in 
nearly every state. In Illinois, 
sales ‘‘reach into the several 
hundred millions of* dollars a 
year,” he said.
